Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment  of  School  Children  during  the  year 

1947. 

The  arrangements  of  the  Report  and  the  Statistical 
Tables  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  by  the 
Ministry  of  Education. 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  large  number  of  attendances 
made  by  school  children  at  the  School  Clinic  has  been  well  maintained. 
During  the  year  16,940  attendances  were  made  at  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic, 
2,484  at  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic,  312  at  the  Ear,. Nose  and  Throat  Clinic,  630 
at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  711  at  the  Skin. Clinic,  8,203  at  the  Ultra  Viole 
Light  Clinic  and  10,867  at  the  Dental  Clinic. 


The  number  of  children  examined  at  routine  medical 
inspection  was  3 >543  compared  with  4?604  during  the  previous  year,  but  the 
percentages  found  to  have  defects,  or  to  be  in  need  of  treatment,  show 
little  change. 

The  classification  of  nutrition  has  now  been  altered 
by  the  Ministry  of  Education,  and  during  1947  children  examined  have  been 
classified  under  the  headings  of  "Good",  "Pair"  and  "Poor",.  The  general  . 
condition  of  4>258  children  was  found  to  be  good,  of  420  children  to  be  icir, 
and  in  only  one  case  was  the  general  condition  recorded  as  poor.  As  in 
the  previous  year  no  child  could  be  considered  to  bo  suffering  from 
malnutrition  due  to  any  shortage  of  food.  All  the  evidence  available  points 
to  the  fact  that  the  nutrition  of  the  children  is  better,  on  the  whole,  than 
it  was  in  pre-war  years. 


The  heights  and  weights  of  children  examined  compare 
most  favourably  with  those  of  earlier  years.  Compared  with  the  previous 
year  there  is  an  increase  in  the  height  of  the  five  and  eight  year  old  boys 
and  girls;  also  in  the  weight  of  the  five  and  eight  year  old  boys  and  five 
year  old  girls.  It  will  bo  noted  that  the  "leaver"  group  arc  now  examined 
at  the  age  of  13  years  instead  of  12  years,  so  it  is  not  possible  to  make  any 
comparison  between  these  groups  this  year.  If  a comparison  is  made  with 
the  records  of  1937  it  is  found  that  in  all  the  age  groups,  children  now  are 
both  heavier  and  tailor  than  they  wore  ten  years  ago,  at  a time  when  the 
necessity  for  food  rationing  had  not  arisen. 


A welcome  feature  in  the  year’s  statistics  is  the  drop 
recorded  in  cases  of  uncleanliness  reported  from  inspections  at  school,  for 
the  percentage  for  1947  was  0,68%  compared  with  1.01%  for  1946.  It  is 
interesting  to  compare  these  percentages  with  those  of  10  and  20  years  ago. 


The  figure  for  1937  was  1.76%  and  for  1927j  9.41%.  This  is  the  first 
year  in  which  tho  percentage  has  fallen  "below  1%. 

There  has  "been  little  change  in  tho  figures  recorded  in 
connection  with  infectious  disease.  Tho  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria 
fell  from  17  cases  notified  in  1946  to  14  notified  in  1947*  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  as 
occurring  amongst  school  children  fell  from  20  in  1946  to  10  in  1947* 

Whooping  cough  and  measles  show  little  change , whooping  cough  falling  from 
100  to  90,  and  measles  rising  from  361  to  367»  Scarlet  Fever  shows  a 
slight  increase  from  68  to  98.  That  the  fall  in  the  incidence  of 
diphtheria  previously  notified  has  continued,  shows  the  great  "benefit  now 
"being  derived  from  immunisation.  Only  one  of  the  14  cases  of  diphtheria 
had  been  previously  immunised  and  of  the  two  children  who  died  from  the 
disease  neither  had  received  the  protection  of  immunisation.  In  dealing 
with  infectious  disease  there  is  no  such  thing  as  absolute  immunity,  but 
the  fact  that  approximately  70%  of  the  children  have  had  their  resistance 
to  diphtheria  raised  by  immunisation  not  only  safeguards  the  children  so 
treated,  but  gives  also  some  degree  of  protection  even  to  those  who  have 
not  been  immunised,  for  the  spread  of  an  infectious  disease  depends  mainly 
upon  the  "herd  immunity"'  to  that  disease;  but  it  is  unfortunate,  nevertheless 
that  as  many  as  30%  of  children  are  still  denied  tho  protection  afforded  "toy 
such  a simple  procedure.  Our  statistics  continue  to  support  tho  claim 

made  for  immunisation  when  it  was  introduced,  that  it  affords  a 90% 
protection  against  infection  and  a 99%  protection  against  death  from  that 
disease. 


In  submitting  this  report  I take  this  opportunity  to 
acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  tho  staff  of  tho  Department  for  another 
year’s  valuable  service.  One  hears  much  now-a-days  about  tho  need  for 
"incentive"  in  all  spheres  of  work,  but  this  is  certainly  not  lacking  in 
school  medical  work,  for  tho  staff  have  tho  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
they  are  doing  much  to  uplift  and  maintain  the  health  and  physical  well- 
being of  the  rising  generation.

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION, 

(a)  MALNUTRITION.  The  classification  of  nutrition  was  altered  during  1947 
This  was  changed  to  the  classification  of  children  under  the  heading 
"General  Condition",  and  three  classifications  were  brought  into  use, 

A = Good.  B = Fair  and  C = Poor.  Out  of  a total  of  4,679  children 
examined  at  medical  inspection  during  the  year,  4,238  were  classified  in 
Group  A,  420  in  Group  B.  and  only  1 in  Group  C, 

(b)  UNCLEANLINESS.  The  percentage  of  children  found  to  be  unclean  in 
1947  was  slightly  lower  than  in  1946,  the  figure  for  1947  being  0.68% 
compared  with  1.01%  in  1946.  Thirty-two  cases  were  reported  to  the 
Education  Authority  for  the  attention  of  the  Welfare  Officers  or  for 
further  action. 
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(c)  MINOR  AILMENTS  AND  DISEASES  OP  THE  SKIN.  Treatment  of  minor 
ailments  is  carried  out  at  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic , and  a table  showing 
the  nature  and  number  of  defects  dealt  with  is  given  later  in  the  report. 
This  table  shows  that  out  of  16,940  attendances,  9*193  were  made  by- 
children  suffering  from  minor  skin  diseases,  and  2,018  cases  were  dealt 
with  during  the  year.

(g)  DENTAL  DEFECTS.  The  percentage  of  children  referred  for  treatment  on 
account  of  dental  defects  was  2.01%.  Only  cases  v/hich  require  immediate 
attention  are  referred  from  routine  medical  inspections*  as  dental 
inspections  are  carried  out  at  all  the  schools  hy  the  Dentists. 

(h)  ORTHOPAEDIC  AND  POSTURAL  DEFECTS.  93  cases  of  orthopaedic  and 
postural  defects  requiring  specialised  treatment  were  found  at  medical 
inspections  during  the  year,  and  39  cases  of  minor  degrees  of  deformity 
or  malposture  were  referred  for  observation. 

(i)  HEART  DISEASE  AND  RHEUMATISM.  1 case  of  organic  heart  disease  and 

9 cases  of  functional  heart  trouble  were  found  to  require  treatment  during 

1947. 

(j)  TUBERCULOSIS.  No  case  of  tuberculosis  was  seen  at  routine  medical 
inspection  during  1947.

This  table  shows  an  increase  in  the  heights  of  the  five 
and  eight  year  old  boys  and  girls  when  compared  with  the  previous 
year*  An  increase  is  also  recorded  in  the  weights  of  the  five 
and  eight  year  old  boys  and  five  year  old  girls.  The  eight  year 
old  girls  show  a very  slight  decrease.  The  figures  in  brackets 
show  the  corresponding  heights  and  weights  for  1946. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  no  figures  for  1946  are  given  for 
the  thirteen  year  old  group.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  children  in  the  leaver  group  are  examined  at  the  age  of 
thirteen  instead  of  twelve,  and  this  is  the  first  year  that  heights 
and  weights  for  thirteen  year  old  children  have  been  recorded.

REPORT  ON  S CHQQL  MEALS  SERVICE. 


For  the  Year  ending  31st  March  1948 • 

The  number  of  children  partaking  of  the  school  dinner  has 
continued  to  increase  steadily  throughout  the  year.  The  total  number 
of  dinners  issued  by  three  Central  Kitchens  w as  1,216,900,  as  against 
884*250  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  daily  rate  for  March  1948  was  approximately  6,700 
compared  with  1,200  at  the  opening  of  the  first  Central  Kitchen  in  1941* 

The  inevitable  result  of  this  increase  has  been  that,  in  one 
or  two  cases.  Dining  Centres  have  reached  the  limit  of  their  accomm- 
odation. Further  accommodation  is  in  the  course  of  being  provided  to 
moot  this  difficulty.  Although  arrangements  are  made  to  provide  those 
children  who  are  on  the  "Free”  list  with  meals  on  Saturday  and  school 
holidays,  only  about  25%  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 

It  has  been  very  noticeable  that  more  children  are  eating 
the  green  salad;  whereas  in  the  past,  few  schools  commented  favourably 
on  this  dish,  most  schools  now  return  little  or  no  wastage.

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REPORT  BY  THE  SPEECH  THERAPIST . 

1st  Septembers  1947  to  31st  December,,  1947* 


The  Speech  Clinic  was  re-opened  on  October  6th.  1947s  having  been 
closed  for  a period  of  twelve  months  - there  boing  no  Speech  Therapist 
available.  The  re-opening  of  the  Clinic  necessitated  an  appreciable 
amount  of  additional  administrative  work® 

During  the  month  of  September,,  the  Speech  Thorapist  visited  all  the 
Authority’s  schools;  41  children  not  previously  reported  on  were  found  to 
be  in  need  of  Speech  Therapy,  The  number  of  children  requiring  Speech 
Therapy  had  reached  the  formidable  total  of  102  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  number  now  awaiting  discharge  is  higher  than  the 
number  of  now  cases  being  referred  for  treatment;  by  Easter,  1948,  it  is 
expected  that  the  volume  of  work  will  have  been  reduced  to  a reasonable 
level.

GENERAL. 


61  new  cases  were  referred  daring  the  period;  however,  this  figure 
is  an  abnormally  high  one,  and  during  1948,  new  cases  are  expected  to  be 
comparatively  fewer  in  number. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  most  cases  of  speech  disorder  in 
children,  tho  disorder  oxists  or  develops  before  the  child  commences 
attending  school.  Early  diagnosis  and  guidance  are  desirable,  especially 
in  tho  case-  of  stammerers,  if  the  incidence  of  spcoch  disorders  generally 
is  to  show  a downward  trend. 

Tho  importance  of  seeking  correct  advice  on  speech  problems  at  an  early 
age,  is  a point  which  might  be  made  more  generally  known  amongst  all  parent

REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1947 
by  the  ORGANISERS  of  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 


GENERAL. 

The  period  under  review  has  been  one  of  continued  steady  development 
and  it  has  been  found  possible  to  alleviate  some  of  the  difficulties 
resulting  from  war-time  shortages.  Tho  staffing  position  has  been  eased 
by  tho  employment  of  men  and  women  who  wore  awaiting  admission  to 
emergency  Training  Colleges  or  had  completed  the  course  at  these 
establishments.  Tho  men  are  mainly  young  ex-servicemen  who  should  be  of 
considerable  assistance  to  the  cause  of  Physical  Education.  Several 
have  taken  tho  opportunity  of  attending  Courses  arranged  by  the  local 
Organisers  both  before  entering  and  since  returning  from  College. 

Equipment  has  been  rather  more  plentiful  than  in  past  years  though 
there  is  still  room  for  considerable  improvement,  and  it  is  still 
impossible,  owing  to  the  domands  of  the  export  trade,  to  make  really 
adequate  provision.  The  Ministry  of  Education  continue  to  authorise  the 
purchase  by  the  Authority,  undor  their  coupon-free  purchasing  powers,  of 
supplies  of  plimsolls  and  shorts. fo*.  loan  to  schoolchildren.  Schools 
with  suitable  facilities  for  Physical  Education,  and  storage  accommodation, 
have  all  received  supplies  which  they  are  putting  to  good  use. 

The  fact  that  many  of  the  children  now  change  completely  for  their 
lessons  has  had  a most  beneficial  effect  on  tho  quality  of  the  work  done. 
The  clothing  supplied  is  of  such  a nature  as  to  allow  tho  maximum  freedom 
of  movement,  making  it  possible  to  reduce  stiffness  in  joints,  which  if 
ignored  may  develop  into  deformity  in  later  years.  Teachers  are  also  able 
to  detect  and  give  early  attention  to  faults  which  may  escape  notice  if 
normal  clothing  was  worn. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  this  complete  changing  for  exercises  gives 
great  scope  for  training  in  hygiene,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  this 
training  is  largely  theoretical  in  many  schools,  becauso  of  in  adequate 
facilities  for  practical  hygiene. 

The  raising  of  tho  school  leaving  age  has  added  to  the  demands  on 
facilities  such  as  playing  fields,  swimming  baths  and  halls.  Every 
endeavour  has  been  made  to  cater  for  tho  needs  of  tho  fourt eon-year-olds 
especially  in  respect  of  activities  with  a carry-over  value  such  as 
swimming  and  games.  At  the  same  time  the  policy  is  to  regard  the  extra 
year  at  school  as  part  of  a four-year  programme  for  senior  scholars  rather 
than  as  something  special  added  to  a three-year  course. 
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Although  there  has  heen  steady  development  during  the  past  year,  much 
remains  to  he  done  hy  the  Authority  under  the  wide  powers  granted  hy  the 
Ministry,  in  Section  53  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  (Provision  of  facilities 
for  recreation  and  physical  training),  before  it  is  possible  to  offer  a 
liberal  physical  education  to  the  children  and  youth  of  the  Borough, 

ORGANISED  GAMES. 

Senior  children  from  12  schools  pay  weekly  visits  to  5 playing  fields 
rented  by  the  Committee,  The  increase  in  the  number  of  senior  scholars 
since  the  raising  of  the  school  leaving  age  is  making  heavy  demands  on 
playingf ields  and  the  tondcncy  to  overwork  grass  surfaces  is  a point  that 
is  being  closely  watched, 

ATHLETICS. 

Several  schools  held  their  own  athletic  sports  during  the  summer. 

The  sports  in  every  case  wore  run  on  the  "house  system"  whereby  the  team 
spirit  was  fostered  and  large  numbers  of  children  of  varying  ages  were  able 
to  score  points  for  their  house.  Good  use  had  been  made  of  a pamphlet  of 
suggestions  on  Athletics  which  had  been  compiled  jointly  by  teachers  and 
organisers.  An  amplifier  which  had  been  purchased  by  tho  Authority  proved 
a useful  adjunct  in  the  conduct  of  the  sports, 

SWIMMING. 

Pupils  from  42  schools  representing  approximately  2,608  children 
attend  the  two  public  swimming  baths  for  instruction.  The  results  of  tho 
Committee  Swimming  Tests  and  the  examinations  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  show  that  while  much  good  work  had  been  done  during  the  year,  two 
factors,  i,e,  tho  intenso  cold  in  the  early  months  of  tho  year,  and  the 
closing  of  the  baths  on  two  occasions  for  repairs,  have  affected  adversely 
progress  in  swimming. 

The  fact  that  the  boys  of  Huddersfield  College  have  won  the  Ernest 
Duffield  Trophy  awarded  by  tho  Leads  and  District  Branch  of  the  Royal  Life 
Saving  Society  to  tho  boys*  Secondary  School  obtaining  the  most  points  is 
particularly  noteworthy.

Two  -classes  for  advanced  swimming  for  primary  and  senior  schools  are 
held  weekly.  The  good  swimmers  at  school  are  thus  given  the  opportunity 
to  become  more  proficient.  The  attendance  at  these  classes  is  good  and 
there  is  evidence  that  the  children  profit  by  the  extra  coaching  they 
receive  from  instructors  appointed  for  the  purpose, 

A small  swimming  bath  attached  to  a school  has  been  closed  on  account 
of  fuel  shortage, 

COURSES  FOR  TEACHERS. 

During  the  year  several  Courses  for  men  teachers  have  been  held. 
Demonstration  lessions  which  have  been  given  in  several  schools  with  classes 
of  various  ages  and  types,  have  been  attended  by  an  average  of  30  teachers. 
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Two  typos  of  courses  for  women  teachers  and  youth  leadors  have  heen 
hold  during  the  year,  i.c.  demonstration  lessons  on  work  for  seniors, 
juniors  and  infants  which  had  an  average  attendance  of  26,  and  practical 
courses  in  organised  games  for  seniors  and  juniors  and  in  physical  education 
for  infants,  which  had  an  average  attendance  of  20, 

In  co-operation  with  the  West  Riding  Amateur  Athletic  Association, 
and  the  Central  Council  of  Physical  Recreation,  arrangements  were  mado  for 
the  two  Coachos  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Association  to  conduct  a Course  for 
teachers  and  Youth  Leaders  in  the  town  for  4 sessions. 

Under  the  offical  Coaching  Scheme  of  the  Football  Association 
arrangements  were  made  for  3 famous  professional  coaches  to  visit  15  schools 
in  the  Borough®  The  coaches  made  3 visits  to  each  school  and  took  the 
older  boys  for  their  normal  games  lossons.  The  visits  were  much  appreciated 
by  the  teachers  and  boys  concerned,  and  appear  to  have  served  a very  useful 
purpose. 

The  Yorkshire  County  Cricket  Club  also  agreed  to  allow  their  Chief 
Coach  to  visit  several  schools  in  the  town  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
lecture-demonstrations.  Again  the  boys  were  very  glad  of  the  opportunity 
of  receiving  direct  instruction  from  a famous  International  sportsman. 

The  local  Rugby  Union  Clubs  also  co-oporatod  by  arranging  a film  show 
and  lecture  demonstrations  by  international  players,  to  which  all  interested 
teachers  and  boys  were  invited. 

FURTHER  EDUCATION  AND  YOUTH  SERVICE 


During  the  year  the  Organisers  have  paid  visits  to  all  the  Givis 
Youth  Clubs  and  to  Voluntary  Organisations  which  have  sought  their  help  and 
advice.  The  Organisers  continue  to  assist  in  the  appointment  of  candidates 
for  positions  as  instructors  of  physical  education  in  youth  clubs. 

The  woman  organiser  promoted  a coaching  scheme  for  members  of  clubs 
interested  in  not  ball,  which  culminated  in  a Net  Ball  Tournament  in  which 
20  teams  participated,  and  at  which  the  Mayor  who  was  also  Chairman  of  tho 
Education  Committee  and  the  Mayoress  were  present. 

In  preparation  for  an  Athletics  Meeting  the  organiser  gave  weekly 
coachings  in  athletics  to  girl  members  of  Youth  Organisations.  A very 
successful  Athletics  Meeting  was  subsequently  held  and  from  tho  meeting  a 
number  of  promising  young  athletes  wore  selected  to  take  part  in  an  Inter- 
Area  Athletics  Meeting  at  Halifax.  Both  events  were  well  supported  by  the 
young  people.  The  opportunity  afforded  them  of  meeting  boys  and  girls 
from  other  districts  in  friendly  contest  proved  to  have  a widening  influence 
and  has  also  given  them  an  incentive  to-wards  purposeful  effort. 

Tho  Organisers  are  members  of  the  Youth  Committee.  On  the  retire- 
ment of  the  woman  organiser  from  tho  Chairmanship  of  the  Athletics  Sub- 
committee in  November,  the  man  organiser  was  elected  to  that  office. 

The  Physical  Education  Circle  formed  in  1945  to  provide  adults  with 
facilities  for  physical  recreation  has  continued  to  function.  Its 
activities  have  taken  the  form  of  folk  dancing  and  badminton  in  winter 
and  tennis  and  rambling  in  summer.  Tho  Education  Committee  have  shown 
their  interest  by  providing  instructors  for  classes  and  lending  school 
premises,  concessions  which  are  greatly  appreciated  by  members.  The 
Organisers  take  an  active  share  in  the  running  of  the  Circle. 

VISUAL  AIDS. 

Films  and  film  strips  relating  to  various  branches  of  Physical 
Education  and  Health  Education  havo  boon  acquired  during  the  year  for  tho 
use  of  individual  schools  and  for  larger  gatherings  of  children,  as  in  tho 
case  of  the  film  on  Life  Saving  which  was  shown  to  candidates  for  tho 
examination  of  the  R.L.S.S.  The  films  and  film  strips  havo  been  used  also 
at  teachers1  courses.  The  use  of  visual  aids  will  be  extended  as  more 
films  become  available. 


ORGANISERS’  CONFERENCES  AND  MEETINGS. 


The  organisers  attended  a 6-day  Conference  Course  arranged  by  the 
National  Association  of  Organisers  and  Lecturers  of  Physical  Education  at 
Southampton  in  July  for  which  the  Authority  gave  grant s-in-aid.  The  many 
problems  confronting  organisers  in  their  areas  came  up  for  discussion. 

The  value  of  the  course  lay  not  only  in  the  lectures  and  demonstrations  but 
also  in  the  informal  talks  between  f ellow' -member s. 

Periodical  area  meetings  of  organisers  held  in  Leeds  are  attended  by 
the  Organisers  and  a series  of  visits  to  neighbouring  schools  and  colleges  is 
being  planned  for  the  near  future.  The  work  of  organisers  is  in  the  nature 
of  "ploughing  a lonely  furrow"  and  visits  and  courses  of  the  kind  mentioned 
are  of  immense  value  to  them, 

TEACHERS’  VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS . 

Various  voluntary  Associations  conducted  by  teachers,  which  lapsed 
during  the  war  years  have  now  been  revived.  The  Schools’  Swimming 
Association  held  a very  successful  Gala  at  Cambridge  Road  Baths  and  tho 
Schools’  Netball,  Rounders,  Stoolball,  Association  Football,  Rugby  Loaguo, 
and  Cricket  Associations  all  report  successful  seasons.  The  teachers  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  tho  excellent  work  of  these  Voluntary  Bodies  out  of 
school  hours.
